The opinion was written by 
Judge Jordan. The court made cau s­ 
tic comment in discussing the merits 
of tin* petition. 
••Ile,” reads the decision (referring 
to Air. Hardy) “ appears to assume 
that the Legislature, in pfs>ing the 
aet in question, liquidating the claim 
of the Vincennes Cnivensity and a u ­ 
thorizing the issuing of bonds 
in 
settlement and payment therefore, a t ­ 
tempted to evade aud disregard the 
constitution of the state, and upon 
this theory he, iii p art at least, a s ­ 
sails the validity of that act. 
“ He assails the integrity o f the 
legislative departm ent arid imputes 
bad faith to its action, and virtually 
asks this court to adopt his view in 
this respect and impute to a c o -o r d i­ 
nate branch of the -Mate government 
bad faith and a pretext on its part 
to evade the constitution, which each 
member composing 
that 
body had 
taken a solemn oath to support. 
The case came before the Marion 
Superior Court isoon a tte r the ex­ 
piration of Mr. Manly s term as Gov­ 
ernor iii the form of an injunction to 
prohibit the carrying out of the pro­ 
visions of an act authorizing a bond 
issue to pay the claim of the Vin­ 
cennes University. 
The injunction 
suit was directed against Fred A. 
Sims, former secretary of state, with 
Mr. Manly against him the former 
Governor appealed to the Supreme 
Court, where the decision of the low­ 
er court was upheld. 
Following thi- 
decision Mr. Manly asked for a re­ 
hearing and his petition was denied 
yesterday.
